SENATE RECESSES

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19—The 
Senate was in recess today, hav- 
ing decided last night by a 7§- 
to-2 vote to adjourn until Nov, 
29 after its physician reported 
that Senator Joseph R. McCarthy 
should rémain in a hospital un- 
til that date for treatment of an 
injury to his right elbow. 


By the same vote, the Senate 
rejected a motion by Senator 
Herbert H. Lehman (Dem.), New 
York, that the special session ad- 
journ only until next Monday 
so that the Senators could get a 
progress report on McCarthy’s 
condition and decide then 
whether there was need for ad- 
ditional delay in the debate on 
the resolution to censure the 
Wisconsin Republican. 


An attempt by Senators 
Wayne Morse (Ind.), Oregon, 
and J. William Fulbright (Dem.), 
Arkansas, to obtain unanimous 
consent for setting Dec. 20 as 
the deadline for a vote on cen- 
sure was rejected when Senator 
William E. Jenner (Rep.)y In- 
diana, a strong McCarthy sup- 
porter, objected. 

Senators favoring censure ex- 
pressed suspicion today that the 
10-day recess may set the stage 
for a filibuster by McCarthy 
supporters, which will prevent 
a vote on censure before the 
Senate adjourns Christmas eve. 


Purpose of Filibuster. 

The objective of a filibuster 
would be to throw the McCarthy 
censure issue into the new Sen- 
ate, meeting in January, which

Fulbright, one of the Senate’s 
most. consistent critics of Mc- 
Carthy’s conduct, said today: 

“I doubt very seriously that 
we ever will be able to get the 
censure resolution to a vote. We 
certainly will not be able to do 
it without the full co-operation of 
the Republican leadership, if 
around-the-clock sessions are 
necessary.” ~ 

Senator Majority Leader Wil- 
liam F. Knowland, on whom 
much of the responsibility would 
fall to push the issue to a vote, 
said that he would have to deal 
with the question of an anti- 
censure filibuster when and if it 
arises. He added that it was his 
belief there would be none. ~ 

Morse said today that Mc- 
Carthy’s friends. had “over- 
played their hand” in objecting 
to proposals to fix a date for a 
vote after debate is resumed.

MENDES-FRANCE 


ACCEPTING RED 
TALKS PROPOSAL 


Asserts It Would Be 
Dangerous for West 
to Agree to Meet Now 
—Urges Open Mind. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19 (AP) 
— French Premier Mendes- 
France declared today it would 
be “childish, unrealistic and 


Soviet proposal for a general 
European conference this month. 
Interrupting his talks with 
President Eisenhower and Sec- 
retary of State John Foster 
Dulles, the French Premier gave 
his strongest denunciation of the 
Soviet move in a luncheon ap- 
pearance before the National 
Press Club. 

It came in reply to a question 
after he said in his prepared 
speech the French Parliament 
will ratify the Paris agreement 
fer rearming Germany within 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization despite any conces- 
sions by which Russia may try 
to dissuade France. 

Must Be ‘Open Minded.’ 
Mendes-~-Fratice said several 
times the West must be “open 
minded” to any reasonable pro- 
posal from the Russians. He 
added he was not referring to 
“the kind of four-power confer- 
ence that is proposed sometimes 
by the Soviet Government.” 

International conferences, he 
said, can be a good way to set- 
tle international problems—but 
they must be undertaken care- 
fully and in a spirit of sincere 
desire for a settlement. 

“It would be childish, un- 
realistic and even dangerous,” 
he said, “to accept such pro- 
posais as the one to go to Mos- 
wd or aren. A ce Nov. 29, and 

provise solutions for problems 
so difficult that for 1 years no 
solution to them could be 
found.” 

He said the latest Soviet 
notes had. been very disappoint- 
ing “‘because they didn’t bring 
us the néws we all hoped for, 
that of changes in Soviet pol- 
icy that would bring us nearer 
to real peaceful coexistence.” 

To achieve a way of living at 
peace, he said, the free coun- 
tries can do. some things on 
their own, such as: “Strengthen 
our arms, our defense organiza- 
tions. and our internal econ- 
omies.” 

Such a strengthening, he said, 
“would be a very important 
step toward the kind of co- 
existence acceptable to every- 
body.” 


No Trading Point. 

As to ratifying the agree- 
ments to rearm Germany as an 
integral part of Western de- 
fense, Mendes-France said rati- 
fication could not be considered 
as a trading point in the East- 
West struggle. 

Mendes-France said no finan- 
cial questions were being dis- 
cussed in his talks with Amer- 
ican officials. 

He was asked why he thinks 
Germany, enemy to France in 
two world wars, now can be 
trusted as an ally. He replied: 

“It seems to me very clear 
that our interests as Western 
European countries are now the 
same on security questions and 
economic rehabilitation. This is 
why I think there is an oppor- 
tunity for France and 
to work together and end an

GERMAN CABINET GIVES 
OK TO PARIS TREATIES 


Sends Them to Parlia 


—British House of Commons Approves 
Pacts, 264 to 4. 


ment for Ratification 


BONN, Nov. 19 (AP)—Chan- 
cellor Adenauer’s cabinet ap- 
proved today the Paris accords 
to bring rearmed West Germany 
into NATO and sent them imme- 
diately to Parliament for rati- 
fication. 

“Rebel”. factions in the four- 
party coalition government gave 
way and accepted the- contro- 
versial Saar agreement as well 
as the pacts that would give 
West Germany sovereignty, au- 
thorize the raising of a 500,000- 
man armed force in the West- 
ern European Union and make 
it a member of the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization. 


(In London Britain's House of 
Commons last night by a vote 
of 264 to 4 approved the Paris 
agreements. Under parliamen- 
tary procedure the vote assured 
that the pacts will be ratified 
autematically by Britain, but the 
formality must await 21 work- 
ing days of Parliament.) 

The Bonn cabinet’s action 
made it possible that the rati- 
fication laws would reach the 
Bundestag (lower house) for the

states of the federal republic. 

The smaller parties in the 
coalition had objected strongly 
to the French-German agree- 
ment to “Europeanize” the Saar 
and had threatened to oppose 
it in Parliament. ;

A communique said it was 
agreed certain conditions were 
needed to make the Saar statute 
workable.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19 (AP)

The brighter financial picture 
was hinted at late yesterday by 
a Treasury announcement of 
plans to refinance about 17% 
billion dollars worth of the pub- 
lic debt which matures on 
Dec. 15. 

3 New Securities. 


The Treasury offered a choice 
of three new securities, one a 
medium term bond and the 
others short term issues, in ex- 
change for three maturing is- 
sues. Holders of the maturing 
issues may get cash if they wish, 
but the Treasury’s exchange of- 
fer was intended to induce most 
owners of the huge debt issues 
about to fall due to re-lend the 
Government their money for 
periods from 8 months up to 8 
years and 8 months.

For ex- 
ample, the American mission on 
Formosa intervéned with 
Chiang’s government to get ,an 
incompetent general command- 
ing the Tachen forces dismissed.

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Senators Welker of Idaho and 
Jenner of Indiana have fired a round apiece at 
Secretary of State Dulles in regard to the John 
Paton Davies dismissal. Not that either of them 
thinks Mr. Davies should not have been sacked 
after 23 years of career service for the State 
Department. They say in effect that the Secre- 
tary of State is covering up. 

Specifically what Senator Welker said was 
that Mr. Davies “may have been a Communist” 
and “might have been disloyal.” Senator Jen- 
ner said that the case against Mr. Davies is 
“much more serious” than that “an expression 
of his views proved to be erroneous.” The case, 
so the Indiana Senator said,—“involves Mr. 
Davies's acts.” He agrees with Senator Welker 
that the failure of Secretary Dulles to tell “the 
whole story” is “not the way to do things in 
America.” 

Whatever their purpose, Senators Welker and 
Jenner are right in saying that John Foster 
Dulles should make public the full facts. Mr. 
Davies has asked that the complete record be 
made public. If he has nothing to fear from pub- 
lication of the record surely the State Depart- 
ment can have no sound objection. 

Until the record is made public, people who 
lack the facts will not know what to believe. 
Meantime they can hardly be unimpressed by 
the strong testimonials in favor of Mr. Davies. 
Roscoe Drummond, chief of the Washington bu- 
reau of the Republican New York Herald 
Tribune, describes the dismissal as “a nightmar- 
ish and bizarre application of security.” If this 
continues, says Mr. Drummond, the United 
States “won't have a foreign service worth the 
cable costs to transmit its judgments.” 

Louis J. Halle of Charlottesville, Va., recently 
resigned from the State Department after 13 
years jn its service. He did so “of his own ac- 
cord” and “not under a cloud.” Writing to The 
New York Times, Mr. Halle says:

It will now be 
even clearer than before that the reporting 
and advice of the service had better con- 
form to the policy views of security officers. 


One hopes that the American public will 
seé at last that the word “security” has be- 
come a euphemism. It covers the primitive 
political drive of the last five years to elimi- 
nate intellectual and moral distinction from 
the Government service and to staff the 
Government instead with political good fel- 
lows who cannot be suspected of superiority. 


Under the reorganized Foreign Service, for 
example, educational standards for admission 
are being avowedly lowered. It is as if the 
mediocrity of the mindless had become the 
ideal. 


And Eric Sevareid, CBS commentator, recalls 
how John Paton Davies set the example for a 
plane load of frightened G.I.s by volunteering to 
be the first to bail out of a crippled aircraft in 
World War II. Mr. Sevareid also recalls héw 
Mr. Davies left his half-pint of water with an- 
other (Mr. Sevareid himself) on a suffocating 
wartime march in Asia—how Mr. Davies was 
tested and retested until the radio man could 
say of him: “I have known none who seemed 
more the whole man, none more finished a civil- 
ized product, in all that a man should be—in 
modesty and thoughtfulness, in resourcefulness 
and steady strength of character.” 

If Senators Jenner and Welker know some- 
thing about John Paton Davies that Messrs. 
Drummond, Halle and Sevareid do not know, 
they should come out with it. And so should 
John Foster Dulles, who after all, could hardly 
have accepted first place in the Eisenhower 
Cabinet in order to preside over the liquidation 
of the career service of the Department of State. 
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FBI on the Job 

The vigilance of the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation in keeping on the trail of Communists 
who go underground was demonstrated when 
FBI agents in New York caught up with a 
woman of many aliases whom they identified 
as Martha Stone. Now 44 years old, she became 
a Communist worker at the age of 13. In her 
mid-30s she went to Moscow to attend the sev- 
enth congress of the Communist Internationale, 
Seven times between 1937 and 1946 she was a 
Communist party candidate in New Jersey. 

With application of legal pressure in the Tru- 
man Administration against Communist party 


leaders, Martha Stone went underground. From — 
1951 until her arrest early this month, she hid - 


behind one assumed name after another. Last 
June she was indicted on subversion charges by 
a federal grand jury in New Haven, Conn. Since 
that time she was a fugitive from the law until 
her arrest in New York. ‘ 

The job of the FBI in following the devious 
twists and turns of Communist personalities was 
hard enough before the party leaders decided 
that their best bet was to‘go underground. The 
record of a Whittaker Chambers and his name 
changes and shifting assignments are ample evi- 
dence of that. Now the detection and surveillance 
are the harder because relatively little of the 
Communist maneuvering is in the open. More- 
over the testimony in recent trials cost the FBI 
many of its counter-agents. 

The apprehension of Martha Stone, nearly six 
months after indictment, shows that these diffi- 
culties are being overcome by the proper detect- 
ing agency—the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
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An Energetic France 
To their disappointment, some Americans have 
come to regard France as almost ’& mendicant 
nation. While we sent billions to Paris, they say, . 


one ineffectual French government followed an- . 
other. The’ French military position seemed as ° 


weak as the political, and the economy not too 
healthy. Is this new man, Mendes-France, really 
changing all that? . 

Actually, the French Premier is conferring in 
Washington as the representative of a somewhat 
disordered nation, but far from a weak one. The 
French economy has been improving more or 
less steadily since the end of the war. The pro- 
duction of electricity has nearly doubled between 
(1938 and 1953, and is still rising.

Normandy, the foothills of the Pyrenees and the 


. flat lands southwest of Bordeaux. Mendes-France 


says his country is close to producing 20 per cent 
of its own petroleum needs—needs which here- 
tofore were met bys#imports. 

Most important of all is the new passion for 
productivity in French industry. In a country 
where 2000 foundries employ an average of 50 
workers each, direct application of American 
methods proved almost impossible. But these 
methods are now being translated into French 
by the organization of co-operatives, central re- 
search institutes and the like. And the French 
to British and American builders with the Ar- 
magnac, said to be the world’s biggest airliner 
and a good performer. 

These facts are not recited to gloss over the

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wages so low that they do not provide much pur- 
chasing power even in the new chain stores 
and, above all else, the widespread selfish, tax- 
dodging unconcern for the nation as a whole.

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With Two Dissents 


Only two Senators—Lehman of New York and 
Fulbright of Arkansas—had the hardihood to 
vote against the Knowland resolution to recess 
the McCarthy censure debate.until Nov. 29. 

Why these stalwarts enlisted no more aid is 
easy enough to understand. No matter how 


they might feel about censure, most Senators’ 


would find it difficult to overlook a Senate phy- 
sician’s official report that McCarthy will be 
unable to leave the hospital until Nov. 29. And 
so they gave him much more generous treatment 
than he would have given any of his witnesses 
who might claim traumatic bursitis of the elbow 
just when the going got heavy. 

There is no question that the recess works to 
McCarthy’s advantage, if only because it makes 
a filibuster much easier to carry out in the less 
than four weeks of the session that will remain 
after Nov. 29. It is natural to suspect, therefore, 
that the recess was maneuvered for the purpose 
of aiding a beleaguered McCarthy. 

The only way Senator Knowland and the 
other G.O.P. leaders can dispel that suspicion 
is to expedite the session to a full and final con- 
clusion when it reconvenes.

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Preparing a Penal Blueprint 

Gov. Donnelly’s prison survey committee is 
now at work. The Governor has wisely 
promised it a free hand, and that is essential. 
For its part the committee promises Missourians 
a thorough, vigorous inquiry into the cause of 
the recent rioting at the State Penitentiary and 
a blueprint for modernization of the state’s penal 
system. , 

But modernization and reform will cost money 
perhaps a great deal of money, not only for 
operating purposes but for capital inmprove- 
ments as well. The Legislature ought not to have 
much trouble finding additional operating funds; 
the state can well afford to increase the salaries 
of guards, for example. 

Capital improvements pose a more difficult 
problem. Warden Percy A* Lainson of the. well- 
run Iowa State Penitentiary told Post-Dispatch 
Reporter Carl R. Baldwin that Missouri actually 
needs three new prisons. If the Governor’s com- 
mittee were to come in with a similar recom- 
mendation—and that is not at all unlikely given 
the existing situation—the question would ‘arise: 
How can they be paid for? 

One possibility, of course, is a state bond is- 
sue. The state presently suffers from no general 
bonded indebtedness. If such a proposition 
were suggested it would have to go to the people. 
And that certainly would be the most direct 
method of finding out whether they cared énough 
about prison reform to pay for it. |

It Wouldn’t Be a Short War 


Public Opinion 


Air Force theory that atomic weapons insure a decision within 
a few days challenged by Western newspaper; human capacity 
for suffering plus continental governments able to resist invasion 
would make for a long, immense devastation, and no victory.

For some time The Star has said that 
the greatest danger this country faces 
comes from within, and that these 
forces are not Communist. They come 
out of the minds of numerous civilians 
and military leaders, and represent dan- 
gerous thinking. 

This dangerous thinking promotes 
two main themes. Preventive war is 
one. Let us knock out the Russians 
before they can do us damage. 
other is that the next war will be short. 
Therefore we must 
don our armor and 
create a Fortress 
America. 

In the October 
Atlantic Monthly 
Thomas K. Finlet- 
ter, former Secre- 
tary of the Air 
Force, states this 
theme in an article 
which will be a 
chapter in his new 
book. He warns: 

“Air-atomic pow-

atomic warfare, and we must adapt our 
military planning to meét the change. 
The new premise must be that when 
opponents are equal, each side can 
strike at the vital sources of strength of 
the enemy at the start of the war. Thus 
the war can be decided in its opening 
weeks and days.” 


‘Presto, the War Will Be Over’ 


Recently the deputy chief of staff of 
the Air Force, Gen. Thomas D. White, 
speaking before the National Guard As- 
sociation in Miami, reiterated the same 
idea when he declared “the outcome of 
such a war will be decided with the 
forces ready to go,” and “the formidable 
weapons of today would make any fu- 
ture war, as short in time as it will be 
terrible in destruction.” 


To these statements could be added 
the fact that they represent the think- 
ing of the high ‘command of the Air 
Force. The air generals talk and think 
in terms of a short war made possible 
by atomic weapons. They assume that 


they can knock out the Soviet war po- 


tential within a few days, and presto, 
the war will be over. They assume, 
also, that the Soviet can do the same 
thing to us, unless we mount guard 
with a highly developed system of pro- 
tection. 


The generals and their civilian sympa- 
thizers, like Senator Symington of Mis- 
souri, assume that if many of our cities 
are destroyed within a few days, we 
Americans will turn over on our backs 
like a ladybug and give up. They as- 
sume an American attack on the Soviet 
Union will cause the Russians to do 
the same 


.This idea of absolute weapons and 
short wars is an old one and a 


The . 


stroy the Belgian forts. Hitler's gen- 
erals dreamed up the blitzkrieg. The 
Japanese confidently assumed _ that 
when they sank most of our Pacific fleet 
at Pearl Harbor, they could win the 
war. Hitler assumed he could conquer 
Russia within a few months. 

Human resourcefulness upset all of 
these well laid plans. Although France 
gave up after a short struggle in 1940, 
Britain refused, and chose to fight on 
alone. By all of the rules of logic she 
should have given in to the air attack 
that she defied. The Russians should 
have given in, too, but they refused. 

The same thing will almost surely 
happen in the future, no matter what 
devastation descends upon either the 
Soviet Union or America. What if 
many of our cities are knocked out and 
casualties mount into millions? We are 
not going to give up. We will unite as 
we never united before; we will work 
as we never worked before to improvise 
and reconstruct. 


The Age of the Continents 


We will still have a navy that com- 
mands the seas; we will still have a 
great air force that will retaliate with 
a fury that will equal whatever hits us. 
And when they are hit, the Russians will 
unite, improvise and reconstruct. 


Just how, then, can we impose our 
will on the Russians, unless we use 
ground armies to attempt it? Just how 
can the Russians impose their will on 
us, unless they can transport land armies 
to do it? We will not give up; neither 
will the Russians. A stalemate will 
result. d 

Our Air Force planners in the Penta- 
gon and the Senate will have their plans 
upset by two factors, one which is as old 
as human life itself and the other a 
new one. 

We Americans have no,idea how 
much human beings will suffer; how 
much they can be made to suffer. That 
is the old factor. 


Way to Postpone War 


The new one will defeat the absolute 
weapon of atomic-air attack. It is the 
coming of the Age of Continents, of 
governments controlling continents. To- 
day we see four such powers emerging: 
the United States of America; the So- 
viet Union; China and India. 


They cannot be successfully invaded. 
The Germans failed in Russia, the Jap- 
anese in China, while the British had 
to get out of India. They can become 
practically self-supporting. They can 
undergo. unlimited air attacks. They 
can lose a half or more of their terri- 
tory, suffer millions of casualties and 
still resist just as Russia and China did, 
and as we will do. , 

Any war that we or they start, will 
not be a short war. It will be a long 
one. We will see much of what we 
call civilization destroyed. There will 
be no victory. After it is over the 
chances are we will agree to do things, 
or accept them, which if we would do 
or accept ,-could possibly post- 
pone such a war indefinitely,

Between Book Ends 


The Groucho Marxist Line 


LIFE WITH GROUCHO, by Arthur Marx. (Simoae 

& Schuster, 315 pgs., $3.) 

It is a curious fact, the significance 
of which appears to have escaped the 
moguls of television and advertising 
that two of the most popular personali- 
ties on the air today are the rebels 
Arthur Godfrey and Groucho Marx, 
both of whom decline to work from 
prepared scripts and delight in kidding 
the pants off their sponsors when they 
feel like it. Groucho Marx, in particu- 
lar, has proved that the television mil- 
lions love a comedian whose acid humor 
refuses to be manacled by the hearty 
sycophancy of the orthodox script. ‘ 


If anyone has the mistaken idea that 
Groucho at home is any different from 
Groucho before the microphone, or that 
his gags are not as spontaneously com- 
busted as they seem to be, let him or 
her read this entertaining biography 
by son Arthur. If anything Groucho’s 
tongue is more of a whiplash in private 
than in public, as 
witness the scores 
of examples cited 
in this book. Just 
as the greatest 
speechmakers are 
those who can out- 
» write their ghosts 
m (e.g- Winston 
‘pe Churchill, Adlai 
Stevenson), so the 
funniest comedians 
are those whose 
gags are wittier 
than anything their 
writers could dream 
up (eg: Groucho 
Marx). 

The first part of this book tells the 
story of the four Marx Brothers and the 
unforgettable films they made. This is 
all pretty familiar by now, although the 
author interlards it with pictures of 
Groucho at home (he was a rather strict 
father, if anything) and touring abroad 
(he once tried to “drop in” on the 
Prince of Wales by walking past the 
guards at Buckingham Palace), But it 
is the second half of the book, dealing 
with the latterday Groucho who became 
a television star, that readers will en- 
joy most. 


Here Arthur Marx unveils a somewhat 
surprising portrait of a veteran come- 
dian afraid that his earning days were 
drawing to a close and worrying about 
buying enough annuities for his old 
age. Groucho was pessimistic about his 
chances of making good on radio with 
his brand of razor-edged repartee; but 
once the radio executives plucked up 
enough courage to let the public hear 
him, the result was never doubt. 


If only a small proportion of the 
people who laugh at Groucho Marx in 
their living rooms every week would 
try laughing at him in this book, it

The broad Yugoslav view, as 
expressed by leading officials, 
is that “normalfZation” fits into 
Russia’s present general “peace 
policy.” For its own part, Yugo- 
slavia wants normal peaceful re- 
lations with Russia just as with 
other countries, but it is “stupid 
and unreal” to suggest that it 
might “go back” to the old po- 
litical alliance. 

The Yugoslavs have been 
quick to dissociate themselves 
from any suggestion from the 
Russian side that something of 
the old common cause is at 
stake—as shown by the. chilly 
retort of a Yugoslay spokesman 
to the statement of Soviet 
Deputy Premier Saburov that 
“common enemies” alone had 
benefited from Soviet-Yugoslav 
“disagreements.”

Brutal Violence Used to 
Bar Flight to Non- 
Communist Zone, Say 
Catholic Prelates.. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19 (AP) 
~The Roman Catholic Bishops 
of the United States have ordered 
a special report on the “trick- 
ery, pressure and the most bru- 
tal violence” they say was used 
by the Vietminh Communists to 
keep Viet Namese from going to 
non-Communist zone of their 
country. 

The nearly 200 Cardinals, 
archbishops and bishops gath- 
ered in annual meeting said in 
a press statement last night that 
alleged Communist violations of 
the Geneva agreement on Viet 
Nam are “an international dis- 
grace.” Hundreds of men, women 
and children, they said, have 
lost their lives trying to exercise 
their right under the Geneva ac- 
cord to move to the non-Com- 
munist zone if they want to. 


The Roman Catholic prelates 
called on a committee headed by 
Cardinal Samuel Stritch, Arch- 
bishop of Chicago, to issue with- 
in a fortnight a “white book” 
detailing Geneva agreement vio- 
lations “in regard to the hun- 
dreds of thousands of Catholics 
in North Viet Nam.” 


The prelates said they wished 
to register the “strongest protest 
possible” as the leaders of the 
Catholic church in the United 
States. 

Calling it “Communism’s lat- 
est veto—Viet Namese lives,” 
they said violations persist “in 
spite of the presence of the in- 
ternational commission for su- 
pervision and control.” They sat 
“this shameful situation” is 
cause for indignation in this 
country and throughout the 
world. 

They declared that hundreds 
of men, women and children 
have lost their lives while at- 
tempting to exercise their right 
of choice. 

“Most of them died of drown- 
ing when they tried to escape 
by sea,” the bishops said. “Others 
were machine-gunned or bludge- 
oned_on the beaches.”

'Me, My Raft and the Sea’ 


A Torn Sail Results in Near Tragedy 


Willis Falls From Ladder, Hits Head, Lies Unconscious as Raft Sails On 


Pacific from Peru to Pago |&

T was just before sundown 


Sept. 8. I was steering a west- -*; 


southwest course. The sun’s 
rays had just-pierced the cloud 


banks that had gathered on the 


horizon, as they generally did 


at this time. Glancing up, I saw, & 
against the red and goid, a rent *

in the ‘ 

It was about six inches long 
and high up on the sail, near 
the yard. Such small tears in 
my sails and the incessant 
mending they required had be- 
come a part of the routine on 
my raft. I had already had the 
sail down a number of times to 
stitch the seams—and only a 
few days before had been forced 
to undertake major repairs after 
the worst storm my rait, the 
“Seven Little Sisters,” encoun- 
tered. Now, once again the orlon 
had torn from the pressure of 
the trade winds and the beating 
of the sail against the mast and 
rigging. : 

I should have taken the sail 
down at once. My mind knew 
this, but my body was tired and 
successfully resisted my will. 

Weariness, born of the inces- 
sant work, was becoming a grow- 
ing problem. Ever since leaving 
Callao 11 weeks before, I had 
been undergoing as best I could 
a work routine which had no be- 
ginning, no end and no middle 
point, Sailing my raft on the 
correct course was a job that 
could never stop. With sea and 
wind one minute my allies, push- 
ing me toward Samoa, and the 
next my enemies, threatening to 
break up my raft, I could not 


, afford to relax my vigil. 


It was no time to dawdle, 4800 
miles we 4 Peru, but with 1600 
miles still to go to my destina- 
tion, in a’ great ocean that would 
soon be crisscrossed by hurri- 
canes. But as the sunset passed 
away and it grew dark, I decided 
to let the tear go until the next 
day hoping that the night would 
not bring any squalls which 
could rip the sail from top to 
bottom. I spent the night’s first 
hours nodding at the wheel. The 
rent was very much on my mind; 
I glanced toward it occasionally 
to see if it were extending. 
About 3 o’clock in the morning 
my eyelids turnéd to lead. I lay 
down on the deck next to the 
wheel and let the raft run as it 
would. 

I*guess I had slept for only 
a few minutes, perhaps five or 
a little more, when the sharp 
slapping of the sail against the 
mast brought me back to my 
senses. The raft was turned 
into the wind. The big mainsail 
was trying to beat itself to 
pieces, I could not afford to 
let this happen—I had no spare 
sails. 

Back and forth over the raft 
I jumped as fast as I could, 
slacking the brace and sheet on 
one side and pulling in on the 
other, after first dropping the 
mizzen and putting the wheel 
over. At last the raft was all 
right again. But then I saw that 
the rent which had stretched 
such a short distance now had 
come down to the first cross 
seam. The eight inches had be- 
come a full eight feet. 

Weariness would have to wait; 
that was the constant demand 
of my voyage. I was up against 
it again. Now I had to lower 
the sail, or there wouldn't be a 
sail in the morning. 

I let go the three halyards 
arid pulled on the downhauls. 
When I had the yard down to 
the deck I rolled up the torn 
sail and secured it for the night. 
This job took perhaps an hour, 
but I was so fatigued it seemed 
very long. I hoisted the jib, put 
a reef in the mizzen and let the 
raft go as it would with the 
moderate wind and choppy sea. 
Sometimes it steered well 
enough that way and I could 
get some needed sleep.

HE sea was just lighting up 
when I opened my eyes the

forests, who took me aside and 
told me I was cutting my trees 
at the wrong time. The March 
moon, as he explained it, was 
not right. He said this meant 
the logs would absorb water 
quickly and perhaps sink under 
me. After searching the jungle 
for two months, always in fear 
of the hurricane season, I was 
willing to take a chance on 
ignoring such advice. ; 

Others told me I had selected 
the wrong kind of balsas. Some, 
called machos, or males, are 
much harder, but heavier, while 
the hambres, or females, are 
much softer and more buoyant, 
but also more liable to break. 
I had been told that for most 
heavy river shipping on rafts, 
hambres were generally used. 
But I wanted the utmost 
strength. I picked the machos 
for the heavy seas I expected 
in the late winter and early 
spring months when I would be 
on the Pacific.

Y raft design, as I explained 
M tne settling of the logs to 

myself, contained too much 
mangrove wood. The masts, 
cross-beams, bowsprit and two 
center-boards forward were all 
of mangrove wood—so heavy it 
sinks in water immediately. The 
big foremast and bowsprit were 
all forward, concentrating weight 
where the logs were smallest. 

I remembered wondering, 
while in Callao, if I could do 
anything to lift the raft’s nose. 
But I concluded there was no 
way unless I wanted to change 
the entire design. The best I 
could do was store my pro- 
visions—water, the drums of 
kerosene and gasoline—as close 
to the stern as possible. 

I went over my arrangements 
again and my interest centered 
on the canoe. Chopped out of 
a red cedar trunk, the hull was 
uniformly an inch and a half 
thick, with planks building up 
the sides even thicker. It was 
very heavy. However, while the 
canoe did a great deal to weigh 


the raft down, it was also my 
main hope in case of disaster— 


which would be upon me, for 
instance, if the logs sunk so far 
that I couldn’t handle the raft 
arfy more. 

Twenty-six feet long and three 
feet wide in the center, the ca- 
noe was the kind the fishermen 
of Ecuador use. Originally it had 
one mast, but I had added a sec- 
ond. And I had covered it with 
canvas in the bow and stern to 
keep the waves from swamping 
it if I had to put to sea in it. 
In addition, since it had no keel 
I had prepared two 17-foot-long 
bamboo outriggers. I always 
kept supplies in the canoe. 

I counted on the canoe for 
the day a hurricane might catch 
me and destroy my raft, or if 
it was driven onto a reef. Now 
I would have to depend on it if 
the settling of my raft went on 
to a dangerous point. Ironical- 
ly, of all the items of equipment 
I might possibly have discarded 
to lighten the raft, the canoe— 
my only hope of survival—was 
doing most to cause the settling. 

' I checked the logs once more. 
In the easy swell I could see 
how deep they were riding. And 
I reckoned they would continue 
to go down. This estimate 
proved right, for in the 1300 
miles remaining of my journey, 
the raft sunk deeper and deeper. 
I have since been asked if I 
believed I could have made it 
to Australia, 2000 miles beyond 
Samoa, as I had once planned. 
The answer is that when I 
reached Samoa on Oct. 15, I 
distinctly remember telling of- 
ficlals there that since only 
about two or three inches of 
some logs projected above the 
surface, the raft had better be 
taken out of the water “before 


it sinks alongside the dock.”

HERE were two excellent 
reasons why South should 
not have made the “guess” 
he did make in the following 
case.

The bidding, at any rate, was 
good. South, with 25 high-card 
points, balanced distribution, 
and stoppers in every suit, had 
precisely the right hand for a 
minimum three no-trump open- 
ing, and North, with eight high- 
card points, acted correctly in 
leaping straight to the slam—not 


-equivocating, as so many players 


have a way of doing, with a timid 
slam suggestion. 

West made the safest possible 
lead, the 10 of diamonds, and 
South properly cashed his four 
tricks in that suit, discarding 
a club from dummy. East gave 
up one club, but then decided 
to hold what might be a vital 
club stopper, and so _ relin- 
quished a heart. 


Now South cashed his three 
heart tricks, ending in dummy, 
and led the spade queen through 
East. The latter covered—nat- 
urally—and South won. Then 
came the play South was later 
to describe as a “guess’’—he 
finessed through West for the 
missing 10 of spades. When this 
finesse lost, South was at the 
mercy of the club finesse, and 
since that also failed, he went 
down one. 


To repeat, there were two 
good reasons against the finesse 
for the 10 of spades. First, if 
East had the spade king without 
the 10, he would scarcely cover 
the queen—he would wait to 
cover the jack. The far more 
compelling reason, however, was 
that if the finesse (for the 10) 
would succeed, it would not be 
necessary! In other words, if 
West had the 10, it would be 
just as effective for declarer to 
go up with dummy’s jack and 
then throw West in with the 10, 
forcing a club return up to 
South’s tenace; and coincident- 
ally putting up the jack would 
also take care of an original East 
holding of K-10.

With the cold 
virus in hand, a successful treat- 
ment or preventive may be de- 
veloped.

THOUGH I have no statistics 
to prove it, I think large doses 
of vitamin C (which is ascorbic 
acid) help prevent colds or cut 
their course short if taken in 
the first day. Recent studies 
tend to support the use of extra 
vitamin C against infections. 
Perhaps simply taking extra 
amounts of it as fresh or fresh 
frozen.orange juice daily dur- 
ing the winter would accom- 
plish the same result. 

Two weapons now guard 
against the dangers of influenza. 
The first is an improved vaccine 
which can be depended on for 
six months’ protection against 
three common types of influenza 
virus. 

The second is a world-wide 
network of warning stations or- 
ganized by the World Health 
Organization. A “dry run” two 
years ago proved that the net- 
work can pick up any type of 
influenza virus that may appear 
soon enough for the preparation 
of vaccine to protect a major 
part of the world’s population. 

(That is the special trick of in- 
fluenza virus—its ability to de- 
velop new strains against which 
standard vaccines offer no pro- 
tection.) 

Public health specialists think 
they have locked the door 
against a repetition of the infa- 
mous 1918-1919 influenza pan- 
demic. That was a disastrously 
deadly outbreak due to an espe- 
cially damaging influenza virus 
that has since disappeared. 


*« *: * 
IMMUNIZATION against in- 
fluenza is not yet recommended 
for everyone. It is especially 
valuable in large factories, in 
military service and other work 


numbers of people. Some doc- 
tors recommend it in debilitated 
persons or for those having heart 
disease. 

Pneumonia is no longer the 


cause of death mainly among in- 


fants less than a year old and 
among the very elderly, in whom 
pneumonia is often secondary to 
other diseases. The antibiotics 
which kill many kinds of bac- 
teria offer effective and eco- 
nomical treatment against most 


pneumonia. 

Even though these antibiotics 
may seem expensive, the short- 
ened course of the illness and 
the enormously lessened death 
rate makes pneumonia a com- 
paratively small economic haz- 
ard compared to previous times. 
Less time is lost from a job and 
less time is spent in ‘the hospital. 
In fact, hospital treatment may 
not be needed.
